Thanks  to  the  exhaustive  work  of  J.  Wayne  Hilton,  “Collecting  Confederate  Currency,  Hobby  and/or 
Investment”,  in  which  150  years  of  auction  records  were  compiled  on  Montgomery  notes,  we  find  that  this  note  last  appeared  to 
the  public  in  a July  1963  auction,  described  as  AU,  and  consigned  by  none  other  than  Grover  Criswell  himself.  Signed  by  Edward 
Elmore  as  Treasurer,  and  Clitherall  as  Register.  This  was  literally  one  of  the  last  remaining  notes  signed  by  Alexander  Clitherall 
as  Register,  as  the  Confederate  Congress  had  decided  to  move  the  government  to  Richmond,  but  Clitherall  decided  to  remain  in 
Montgomery  with  his  family  He  would  eventually  pass  away  in  1869.  Approximately  the  last  25  notes  were  signed  by  Charles  T. 
Jones,  and  are  quite  elusive  today.  This  is,  without  a doubt,  the  nicest  and  most  complete  Montgomery  $500  to  cross  the  auction 
block  in  the  past  few  years,  as  we  note  a 45PPQ  with  faded  signatures  would  be  the  closest  in  recent  memory

book  descends  from  the  family  of  Robert  Todd  Lincoln 
who  married  his  daughter,  Mary  Eunice  Harlan,  in  1868. 
The  family  built  and  summered  at  their  grand  residence  in 
Manchester,  Vermont  called  Hildene,  now  a museum.  Their 
daughter,  Mary  Todd  Lincolns  son,  Lincoln  Isham  had  one 
of  his  homes  in  Vermont  and  our  consignors  grandparents 
owned  and  lived  in  that  home  years  ago  with  this  book 
being  part  of  the  household  effects.  Fractional  Currency 
presentation  books  always  spark  interest,  debate  and 
speculation.  How  many  who  owns  them  and  what  pedigree 
chain  for  each  have  always  been  part  of  the  fractional  lore. 
It  is  safest  to  say  that  there  were  thirteen  or  fourteen  direct 
presentations  done  in  the  span  of  days  by  Superintendant 
Spencer  Clark  with  cover  letters.  Of  course  he  did  not  write 
a letter  to  himself  and  prepared  two  books  to  keep  as  well. 
One  Spencer  Clark  book  was  the  Ford  III  Sale  example  in 
superb  condition  and  selling  for  $57,500.00  in  May  2004. 
Three  books  are  in  museum  collections:  the  ANS,  the 
ANA,  and  The  Smithsonian.  With  books  closely  held  or 
in  museums,  these  are  rarely  offered  and  for  intents  and 
purposes  it  seems  like  ten  or  so  are  available  for  collectors 
to  own  at  this  time.  Since  the  elite  of  Fractional  Currency 
collectors  tend  to  be  the  owners  of  these  treasures,  the 
pedigrees  and  price  progressions  can  be  quite  interesting. 
The  President  Andrew  Johnson  book  (Presentation  book

The 
currently  offered  note  last  sold  uncertified  and  listed  at  a Fine  grade  as  part  of  our  November  2008  sale  where  it  brought  $25,875.

3471  Gravette,  Arkansas.  $10  1902  RS.  Fr.  614.  The  First  NB.  Charter  #8237.  Very  Fine.  A very  important  Gravette  note  that  is  the 
only  known  Red  Seal  for  this  Benton  County  charter.  The  entire  census  of  1902  Red  Seal  notes  is  a paltry  39  pieces  according  to 
the  NBN  Census.  The  town  was  once  known  as  “The  Gate  City”  and  was  a vital  part  of  the  Kansas  City  Southern  Railroad.  This 
Very  Fine  offering  is  certain  to  please  as  the  paper  remains  original  with  nicely  embossed  overprints.  A simple  minor  margin  tear 
at  the  bottom  center  is  all  we  mention.  Last  sold  in  a 2007  public  auction  where  it  brought  a hefty  $18,400.

3472  Little  Rock,  Arkansas.  $20  1902  RS.  Fr.  639.  The  State  NB.  Charter  #6902.  Very  Fine.  There  are  a total  of  31  Red  Seals  currently 
recorded  in  the  census  for  the  entire  state  of  Arkansas,  yet  only  four  of  those  are  $20s.  No  bank  in  the  state  issued  $50  or  $100  Red  Seals. 
Also,  of  the  four  $20s  known,  two  are  from  this  bank,  with  the  present  example  off  the  market  for  the  past  four  years.  Great  color  on  the 
seal  and  charter  numbers,  and  with  stamped  signatures.  The  State  National  Bank  only  existed  for  1 1 years,  having  been  chartered  in  July 
1903  and  liquidated  in  July  1914.  There  are  three  small  spindle  holes  at  center,  along  with  a bit  of  roughness  at  the  upper  left  corner.

Autographed  signatures  of 
the  cashier  and  vice  president  are  noted  on  this  problem  free 
example.

Currency.

This  bank  was  originally  chartered  in  July  1919 
as  the  National  Bank  of  Beverly  Hills,  but  never  issued 
paper  money.  Then  in  November  of  that  year  the  name 
was  changed  to  First  National  Bank,  and  it  issued  $5  Plain 
Backs  along  with  $5  Small  Size  before  being  placed  into 
receivership  in  1932.  Some  spot  removal  has  partially  taken 
place  on  the  back.

3478  Los  Angeles,  California.  $20  1875.  Fr.  434.  The  First  NB. 
Charter  #2491.  PMG  Fine  12.  Net.  Internal  Tear,  PVC. 

A note  which  is  new  to  the  current  NBN  Census  and  a 
welcomed  addition.  These  $20  non-National  Gold  Bank 
first  charter  notes  are  rare  when  considering  the  state  of 
California.  This  note  becomes  just  the  ninth  known  Series 
of  1875  piece  with  all  Original  Series  $20  pieces  being 
under  their  National  Gold  Bank  titles.  Over  half  of  the  now 
nine  known  pieces  are  from  this  Los  Angeles  charter  with 
two  Very  Fines,  a Good  and  Very  Good  note  mentioned. 
This  Fine  note  fills  a void  in  quality  of  that  previous  four 
and  shows  here  with  still  pleasing  detail  of  the  important 
face  and  back  vignettes.  Some  light  PVC  damage  and  an 
internal  tear  at  lower  center  are  both  observed  although  the 
note  otherwise  is  fairly  sound  for  the  grade.  This  bank  was 
chartered  in  September  1880  and  succeeded  the  Commercial 
Bank  (not  part  of  the  National  banking  system).  It  assumed 
Charter  293  by  consolidation  on  October  21,  1905,  and 
consumed  the  Pacific-Southwest  Trust  & Savings  Bank 
of  Los  Angeles  by  consolidation  on  September  1,  1927,  at 
which  time  the  title  was  changed  to  the  Los  Angeles-First 
National  Trust  & Savings  Bank.  For  the  Series  of  1875  notes, 
as  here,  these  were  printed  to  the  extent  of  8,451  sheets  of 
the  denominations  of  $10,  $10,  $10,  and  $20,  the  $20  being 
necessarily  three  times  rarer  than  the  $10.

This  1902  Red 
Seal  is  the  only  note  known  on  this  Los  Angeles  charter  and 
will  certainly  be  of  high  interest  to  advanced  collectors  of 
California  National  Bank  notes.  It  is  seen  in  a well  circulated 
but  still  appealing  Very  Good  grade  with  only  a bit  of  lifted 
paper  at  the  upper  left  and  lower  right  along  with  a few 
margin  tears.  The  signatures  are  absent,  as  expected  for  the 
condition,  although  being  unique  lessens  the  impact  of  that 
drawback.  The  last  time  this  note  sold  publicly  was  in  2004 
where  it  brought  $4,025.  One  of  many  important  Nationals 
we  are  offering  from  the  “Golden  State.”

This  is  the  first 
auction  appearance  for  any  note  on  this  bank  since  2007, 
with  the  three  recorded  Date  Backs  all  coming  from  the 
same  sheet,  serial  496.  The  Central  was  chartered  in  August 
1907,  and  issued  under  this  title  until  September  1913,  when 
the  moniker  was  changed  to  the  Security  NB,  of  which  no 
notes  have  yet  to  surface.  This  gorgeous  example  certainly 
has  the  initial  appearance  of  a near  Uncirculated  note,  with 
the  dark  blue  seal  and  charter  numbers  contrasting  nicely 
against  the  sharply  printed  face.

3481  Pomona,  California.  $5  1882  BB.  Fr.  469.  The  First  NB.  Charter  #3518.  PCGS  Extremely  Fine  40.  Serial  Number  1.  This 
remarkable  piece  is  a new  addition  the  NBN  Census.  Previously  three  First  National  Bank  of  Pomona  Brown  Backs  were  reported 
prior  to  this  number  one  appearance.  The  three  included  a single  $20  note  in  Very  Good,  and  two  additional  $5  pieces  with  one 
Uncirculated  and  the  other  a Fine-Very  Fine.  The  last  to  sell  was  the  Uncirculated  note  which  brought  $27,600  in  a 2006  public 
sale.  This  number  one  note  should  be  equally  desirable,  as  this  particular  $5  design  is  very  popular.  Just  two  banks  operated  under 
this  town  name  and  the  later  chartered  American  National  Bank  of  Pomona  is  represented  without  any  known  Brown  Backs.  This 
pushes  the  population  of  number  one  Brown  Backs  on  California  to  15  pieces,  with  eight  being  $5  notes. 

The  quality  is  quite  terrific  as  one  would  expect  for  a serial  number  one  note.  There  are  only  a few  folds  and  the  note  retains 
highly  detailed  penned  signatures.  Large  portrait  vignette  of  James  A.  Garfield  at  left  and  with  title  layout  at  center.  There  is  no 
vertical  overprinted  date  in  brown  at  left  of  center  and  there  is  also  no  geographic  letter  overprint.  The  back  design  shows  the 
always  appealing  large  central  guilloche  with  stylized  charter  number  at  center  in  blue.  State  seal  of  California  at  left  and  spread 
winged  depiction  of  our  national  bird  at  right.  Original  paper  is  noted  and  it  seems  PCGS  withheld  a “PPQ”  designation  as  there 
are  a few  small  flecks  of  rust  at  the  lower  left  of  the  back.  Certainly  a note  that  will  find  its  way  into  one  of  the  most  advanced 
collections  of  National  Bank  notes. 

This  bank  was  chartered  on  June  8, 1886  in  an  era  in  which  this  outlying  area  of  Los  Angeles  was  under  a rapid  stage  of  development 
catalyzed  by  expanding  coverage  of  railroad  systems.

This  is  from  the  first  title  when 
chartered  in  191 1,  as  the  bank  would  change  to  the  First  National  Bank  of  Red  Bluff  in  1925,  then  bow  out  under  government  liquidation 
in  1928.  The  charter  numbers  at  right  have  two  different  size  Is.  A repaired  tear  is  noted  at  lower  right  on  this  example  that  faces  up  well, 
but  has  soft  surfaces.

An  exciting 
offering  which  marks  only  the  third  appearance  we  can  recall  of  this  rare  charter.  This  Very  Fine  note  is  easily  the  finest  of  the 
three  known  1902  Plain  Back  notes  enumerated  in  the  NBN  Census.  The  other  known  pair  are  both  $10  notes  graded  Very  Good, 
with  neither  having  been  sold  publicly  in  the  last  few  decades.  This  note  last  appeared  in  a 2010  October  sale  where  it  realized 
a $15,525.  Close  inspection  reveals  a few  small  repairs  and  rust  at  top  center,  although  neither  greatly  affects  the  appeal.  An 
opportunity  that  likely  will  not  be  replicated  in  the  near  future.

The  handsome  and  typical  metallic-yellow  paper  color  is  warm  and  creates  the  distinction  of  the  gold  that  backed  these 
issues.  The  overprints  are  vivid  and  the  coins  show  with  life  like  detail.  The  notes  were  quickly  accepted  and  traded  at  par  with  gold 
during  their  circulation  period,  explaining  the  typical  lack  of  quality  for  surviving  examples.  PCGS  comments  “Minor  Restorations’ 
which  to  this  cataloger  have  been  professional  done  and  are  hardly  noticeable  to  the  naked  eye.  Overall  an  incredibly  important  series 
which  is  directly  correlated  to  the  California  Gold  Rush  which  followed  the  discovery  of  gold  at  Sutter  s Mill  on  the  American  River  on 
January  24, 1848.

The  appeal  is  still  presentable  in  this  Fine  state  with 
still  strong  overprints  and  only  a small  edge  tear  and  bit  of  paperclip  rust  to  mention.  Willits,  California,  interestingly  was  the  burial  place 
for  the  famous  racehorse  Seabiscuit.

The 
Citizens  NB.  Charter  #1181.  Very  Good-Fine.  The  third 
charter  1902  Red  Seal  issue  was  short  lived,  which  makes 
finding  pieces  from  less  populated  states  quite  an  endeavor. 
The  entire  state  of  Delaware  is  represented  by  a known  20 
Red  Seal  notes,  with  this  piece  being  the  lone  example  of 
the  type  for  Middletown.  This  New  Castle  County  bank 
is  infrequently  offered  with  the  last  note  to  sell  publicly  in 
2007.  The  present  example  shows  still  visible  signatures  and 
has  the  appeal  of  a Fine  note.  A rough  upper  left  border  and 
soiling  ultimately  limit  the  grade.

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Terms  & Conditions 


1.  Auction  Basics.  This  is  a public  auction  sale  (“Auction  Sale”)  conducted  by 
bonded  auctioneers,  Stacks  Bowers  Galleries  or  Stacks  Bowers  and  Ponterio 
(hereinafter  referred  to  as  “Auctioneer”  and  at  times  as  “Stacks  Bowers”).  Bidding 
in  this  Auction  Sale  constitutes  acceptance  by  you  (“Bidder”)  of  all  the  Terms  of 
Sale  stated  herein.  Bidders  may  include  consignors  who  may  bid  and  purchase 
lots  in  the  Auction  Sale  consigned  by  the  consignor  or  by  other  consignors  pursu- 
ant to  their  consignment  agreement  with  Stacks  Bowers  (“Consignor”  or  “Con- 
signors”). A Consignor  that  bids  on  their  own  lots  in  the  Auction  Sale  may  pay  a 
different  fee  than  the  Buyers  Premium  charged  to  all  other  Buyers.  Stacks  Bowers 
reserves  the  right  to  include  in  any  auction  sale  its  own  material  as  well  as  mate- 
rial from  affiliated  or  related  companies,  principals,  officers  or  employees.  Stacks 
Bowers  may  have  direct  or  indirect  interests  in  any  of  the  lots  in  the  auction  and 
may  collect  commissions.  THE  TWO  PRECEEDING  SENTENCES  SHALL  BE 
DEEMED  A PART  OF  THE  DESCRIPTION  OF  ALL  LOTS  CONTAINED  IN  THE 
CATALOG.  Where  the  Consignor  has  re-purchased  a lot  and  the  lot  is  either  re- 
turned to  the  Consignor  or  otherwise  dealt  with  or  disposed  of  in  accordance  with 
the  Consignors  direction,  or  pursuant  to  contractual  agreement,  Stacks  Bowers 
reserves  the  right  to  so  note  in  the  prices  realized  or  to  omit  a price  from  the 
prices  realized.

3.  The  Bidding  Process.  The  Auctioneer  shall  have  the  right  to  open  or  accept 
the  bidding  on  any  lot  by  placing  a bid  on  behalf  of  the  Consignor  or  his  or  her 
agent,  a Bidder  by  mail,  telephone,  internet  or  telefax;  or  any  other  participant  in 
the  Auction  Sale.  Bids  must  be  for  an  entire  lot  and  each  lot  constitutes  a separate 
sale.  No  lot  will  be  broken  up  unless  otherwise  permitted  by  the  Auctioneer.  Lots 
will  be  sold  in  their  numbered  sequence  unless  Auctioneer  directs  otherwise.

Title  and  risk  of  loss  pass  to  the  Buyer  at  the  destination  upon 
tender  of  delivery  Acceptance  of  delivery  constitutes  acceptance  of  the  purchased 
lots.  Inspection  of  the  purchased  lots  is  not  required  for  acceptance.  Any  and  all 
claims  based  upon  Buyers  failure  to  receive  a purchased  lot,  Buyers  receipt  of  a 
lot  in  damaged  condition,  or  otherwise  related  to  delivery  must  be  received  in 
writing  by  Stacks  Bowers  no  later  than  the  earlier  of  forty-five  (45)  days  after 
payment,  or  the  date  of  the  Auction  Sale  (the  “Outside  Claim  Date”).  As  Buyers 
may  not  receive  notification  of  shipment,  it  is  Buyers  responsibility  to  keep  track 
of  the  Outside  Claim  Date  and  make  timely  notification  of  any  such  claim.  The 
failure  to  make  a timely  claim,  time  being  of  the  essence,  shall  constitute  a waiver 
of  any  such  claim.

6.  Financial  Responsibility.  In  the  event  any  applicable  conditions  of  these 
Terms  and  Conditions  of  Auction  Sale  herein  are  not  complied  with  by  a Buyer 
or  if  the  Buyer  fails  to  make  payment  in  full  by  the  Default  Date,  Stacks  Bowers 
reserves  the  right,  in  its  sole  discretion,  in  addition  to  all  other  remedies  which 
it  may  have  at  law  or  in  equity,  to:  (a)  rescind  the  sale  of  that  lot  or  any  other  lot 
or  lots  sold  to  the  defaulting  Buyer,  retaining  all  payments  made  by  Buyer  as  liq- 
uidated damages,  it  being  recognized  that  actual  damages  may  be  speculative  or 
difficult  to  compute,  or  (b)  resell  a portion  or  all  of  the  lots  held  by  Stacks  Bowers, 
in  a commercially  reasonable  manner,  which  may  include  a public  or  private  sale, 
in  a quantity  sufficient  in  the  opinion  of  Stacks  Bowers  to  satisfy  the  indebted- 
ness, plus  all  accrued  charges,  and  Stacks  Bowers  may  charge  a sellers  commis- 
sion that  is  commercially  reasonable.
